1 . Applicant's amendment of 7/1 1/07 overcomes the rejections of the claims as 
anticipated by Wheeler set forth in paragraph 2 of the office action mailed 5/17/07. 

2. The amended claims are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as obvious over Wheeler 
in view of Deetman in light of the evidence provided by Downs. This rejection is 
adequately set forth in paragraph 3 of the office action mailed 5/1 7/07. 

3. Applicant argues that the claimed antioxidant mixture has economic benefits 
compared to that of Wheeler and Deetman due to the use of residual alkylated 
diphenylamine. This argument is unpersuasive for the following reasons: 

i) No specific process for reacting the alkylated diphenylamine with a ketone or 
aldehyde has been claimed, so the cost of applicant's process cannot be judged. 

ii) Applicant has not submitted any data regarding the cost of either the claimed 
process or the prior art process. Applicant's argument that "...a process using unpurified 
starting material will always be cheaper than the same process using highly purified 
material" assumes that the processes are indentical other than the distillation step. 
There is no evidence to support this assumption. Applicants themselves provide three 
separate processes for forming the antioxidant mixture on pages 19-20 of the 
specification, all of which utilize different catalysts and reaction conditions, which will 
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result in different costs. One process involves the use of high temperatures and 
pressures, which may add cost to the process.
